REPORT) OF SCHOOL BOAKY 


There have been maintained in town during the year 
four schools. The general condition and progress has 
been very satisfactory. There certainly have been no fail- 
ures, though the results have not been equally satisfactory 
in all cases, there has been a very marked improvement in 
the general tone, spirit and interest exhibited by the 
scholars in their work, as well as much progress in methods 
of teaching. In short while we can see many chances for 
improvement, we think, however, our schools compare fa- 
vorably with others similarly situated, and are making a 
fair and steady advance in the direction of thorough, uni- 
form and systematic work.

To the Honorable School Board of Unity: 

| have the pleasure of presenting to you my first annual 
report of your schools, which is the first report of its kind 
for your town. 

The first year a town is under supervision is the hard- 
est year for all concerned. Nearly everything is taken up 
differently than it has been in the past. The different of- 
ficials are more or less uncertain as to just what they are ex- 
pected to do. Much more is expected to be accomplished 
than can be done in a year and we have had less than half a 
year. Many things are not accomplished that we had hoped 
to accomplish before this time. 

We found your schools in very poor condition in many 
respects. As each member of the Board had taken charge 
of different sections of the town, the town was divided into 
three districts, thus making no uniformity in text books or 
methods of teaching. There were great differences in the 
supplies of books and equipment furnished the different 
schools. The pupils in one school were much more ad- 
vanced than the pupils in another. Your pupils were not 
properly graded and will not be before the end of the 
school year. It is a slow and difficult problem to grade pu- 
pils properly. Many of your textbooks were in very bad 
condition, being badly torn and dirty. Many others were 
out of date, having been in use for several years. We have 
had to make many changes in textbooks, and other changes 
are very much needed. ‘This has necessitated quite an out- 
lay of money but most of the books purchased will be ser- 
viceable from one to five years. We have lent the town sev- 
eral books from the town of Newport, and are doing what 
we can to keep expenses down without lessening the effic- 
iency of the schools. We found most of your schools well 
supplied with maps. Some of the buildings had covered

receptacles for water but the most of them were without 
this necessary equipment. [ach school has been equipped 
with a covered jar, or one has been ordered for it. The 
blackboards were in bad.shape but have been painted, which 
improves their condition. Ventilators have been put into 
the windows making it possible to admit fresh air without 
having it delivered directly on the children. All, or nearly 
all, of your schoolhouses are equipped with an out-let in the 
chimney for the foul air. We are having some difficulty in 
keeping these flues open, as some of the parents do not 
seem to appreciate the necessity of such an out-let and use 
their influence upon the teachers to keep them closed. 

We are taking the readers from one schoolhouse to 
another as soon as they have been completed. ‘This saves 
the expense of buying so many different sets of readers. 
Supplies are delivered every two or three weeks to each 
schoolhouse as ordered by the teachers. 

The attendance has not been as good as it ought to be. 
The parents do not seem to realize how necessary it is that 
their children must be present all the time school is in ses- 
sion; not only because the state law says so, but also to keep 
up with their classes. Parents should do all they. possibly can 
to have their pupils at school each day on time. The pupils 
who are out a day every week or two will not be able to 
retain their standing in their grades but will have to drop 
back a grade. 

There were pupils in your schools twelve to fifteen 
years old who did not know the multiplication tables nor 
the alphabet. We were obliged to put them into simple, easy 
readers and much easier textbooks than they had been try- 
ing to use. Many of the pupils are showing marked im- 
provement already. Teachers are trying hard to get re- 
sults although it is more or less discouraging when so many 
stay out of school on the slightest pretext. We have been 
very lenient thus far, but will be obliged to enforce the law 
more strictly in the future. The law is as follows: 

“Every person having the custody and control of a 
child between the ages of eight and fourteen, or of a child 
under the age of sixteen years, unless such child shall have 
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completed the course of study prescribed for the elementary 
-chool, residing in a school district in which a public school 
is annually taught, shall cause such child to attend the public 
school all the time such a school is in session, unless the 
child shall be excused by the schoolboard of the district be- 
cause his physical or mental condition is such as to prevent 
his attendance at school for the period required, or because 
he was instructed in the English language in a private school 
‘approved by the school board for a number of weeks equal 
to that in which the public school was in session in the com- 
mon English branches,. or, having acquired those branches 
in other more advanced studies. Any person who does not 
comply with the requirements of this section shall be fined 
ten dollars for the first offense and twenty dollars for every 
subsequent offense, for the use of the district.”’ 

There will have to be quite a little repairing done and 
several alterations made next summer on your schoolhouses, 
especially on the out-buildings as none of them meet the 
minimum requirements of the state. I recommend that you 
thoroughly over-haul two each year until all are in a condi- 
tion. 

Teachers are very scarce and will have to be paid a 
larger salary another year. Good teachers will command 
from twenty to twenty-five dollars per week and will be hard 
to get at any price for small rural schools. I recommend 
that the Marshall school and Quaker school be closed during 
the shortage of teachers. It would also be to the efficiency 
of your schools to put the three schools in the West part of 
the town into one building with two rooms, thus dividing 
the several grades into two rooms with two good teachers. 

I am much pleased with the response the teachers, pu- 
pils and parents are making. We are getting a good start 
and I feel confident that much will be accomplished this 
year. 

: I have not been able, for lack of time, to meet the par- 
ents as I had hoped to do the first of the year. I shall make 
a great effort to meet the most of them before the annual 
school meeting and to explain to them some of our ideas of 
your school work, and to get acquainted with them. It ts 
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only by co-operation that we are going to get satisfactory 
1esults. The parents have much to do with the success or 
failure of their schools. Teachers and officials may do their 
best but they cannot have good schools without the co-opera- 
tion of the parents. 

I have visited your schools forty-one times. I find 
them improving at each visit. Each teacher seems to be try- 
ing more or less to improve her work; of course, some try 
harder than others. We have held several teachers’ meet- 
ings on Saturdays at which most of your teachers have been 
present. Our hopes for improving vour schools le largely 
with those teachers who are willing to give their time, en- 
ergy and money to improve themselves. Not all are willing 
to make this sacrifice. Those who are willing and are doing 
their best to improve your schools, we will retain another 
year if possible. So long as they do good, efficient, faithful 
work, I should be sorry to lose them. 

More parents ought to make an effort to visit your 
schools that they may see what is being done. We will 
soon have special visiting days, thus hoping to induce most 
of them, if not all, to visit schools at least twice a year. 

Another year your schools ought to open the first of 
August and then be closed during February and March when 
it is cold and hard traveling. 

In closing, I want to thank you for your help given me 
in so many ways. « It has been a pleasure to work with you.
